Tue United States is making rapid gains in the 
share which she furnishes of the jmportations of 
Japan. The United States, which in 1881 furnished 
less than 6 per cent of the imports of Japan supplied 
17 per cent of those imports in 1991, and the United 
Kingdom, our chief rival in that trade, which sup- 
plied over 52 per cent of those imports in 1881, fur- 
nished but 20 per cent of Japan’s importations in 
1ig01. The total value of Japan’s imports from the 
United States in 1881 was 1,781,108 yen, and in Igo! 
2,769,429 yen. The total value of Japan’s imports 
from the United Kingdom in 1881 was 16,364,740 yen, 
and in I9QOI was 50,575,788. 


AINSLEE’Ss Magazine for July contains a _ capital 
story about one of those farmers who have a weakness 
for signing notes and who was roped in to place his 
signature on a note for a steel range by two steel range 
peddlers. His daughter had read the papers to the 
effect that some alleged steel range peddlers were 
traveling atound the country and securing these notes, 
which they were raising by the addition of a cipher 
or two, and she did not like the idea. Consequently, 
having an accurate knowledge of the limitations of 
prairie fires in that locality, she started some fires 
about 2 a. m. and when the frightened steel range 
peddlers wished to escape she said she would point 
them out the way if they would return her father’s 
note to her. They did this and they galloped off. A 
few minutes after their departure the fires, having 
reached their natural limits, died down, and when her 
father woke up in the morning she told him about it. 
This story emphasizes one danger of dealing with 
steel range peddlers. No hardware dealer would re- 
sort to such a swindling trick as this. He couldn't 
do it and stay in business. 


THE majority of the joint committee of treasury 
and postoffice officials have rendered a report against 
the adoption of the post check currency system and

the post check lobby, which styles itsel: the “Post 
Check Currency Bureau” is making a fierce shout of 
indignation. In a circular it sends out it says 

“Members of Congress have been heavily flooded 
with letters from farmers, merchants, manufacturers 
and publishers from one ocean to another, demanding 
postal currency. Probably no measure ever appeared 
before Congress that is so strongly supported by all 
of the people as the post check currency system.” 

If any of these “merchants” this circular refers to 
are hardware merchants they have certainly been very 
successful in concealing their views so far, as so far 
as we can ascertain the trade are decidedly lukewarm 
concerning this new scheme, though not openly hostile 
thereto. By the way, since we are on this theme, we 
might ask who furnishes the money for the post check 
lobby? Who pays the salaries of the president and 
secretary of the Post Check Currency Bureau? Who 
pays their printing bill? Is there not a possibility that 
the catalogue houses may be putting up some of this 


money ? 


IK xports of manufactures show a decided improve- 
ment in the record of foreign commerce of the United 
States for the first ten months of the present fiscal 
year. The report of the Treasury Bureau of Statis- 
tics, showing the detailed exports from the United 
States by articles during the month of April and 
during the ten months ending with April, shows a 
marked improvement in the record for manufactures 
exported. The exports of manufactures for the month 
of April, 1902, are four and a half millions greater 
than those of April of the preceding year, being $38,- 
g61,301, against $34,416,279 in April, 1901, and form- 
ing 36.5 per cent of the total exports in April, I1go2, 
against 29.1 per cent in April, 1901. [Tor the ten 
months ending with April the exports of manufactures 
are $333,820,809, against $339,307,623 for the cor- 
responding ten months of the preceding fiscal year, a 
reduction of about five and one-half million dollars 
for the ten months. This would indicate that the total 
exports of manufactures during the full fiscal year, 
which ends with the present month, will fall little, if 
any, below those of last year. 


We picked up a clipping sheet sent out by the Na- 
tional Association of Credit Men for the use of editors 
the other day and found a good article therein on 
“Collections” by M. C. Badger, Minneapolis, Minn., 
from which I make the following excerpts: 

“The lad in the office of a hardware store in south- 
ern New York had the correct idea of making collec- 
tions when he wrote to the old farmer, ‘Please call 
at our store and pay for that hoe your son bought 
last fall.’ He wrote to the point and briefly; there 
was no chance for any misunderstanding of the intent 
of the letter. His firm wanted the account settled, 
and in describing the account the farmer knew all 
about it and had no questions to ask when he came 
to town. It is needless to say he did call and settle 
in a very few days.” 

“It has been my experience that a short, polite re- 
quest for an immediate settlement is, as a general 
thing, productive of good results. It is much easier 
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to collect an account when due than when six months 
past due; and where collections are closely followed 
there is but a small percentage of accounts that will 
find their way into the attorney’s hands. I have 
found that a /etter will bring nothing, not even an 
excuse. The statement, in the eyes of the up-country 
merchant, is something that is sent to every customer 
once or twice a month, and is a matter of routine work 
of the bookkeeper and means nothing in particular, 
even if it does bear the too familiar words, ‘please 
remit.’ ”

There is the silverware trust that has a frightfully 
hard time in meeting competition and whose stock is 
quoted at a very meager figure. If the trust could only 
take in the outsiders at anything like a reasonable

CENTURY RURAL MAIL BOX. 





The accompanying cut shows the Century rural 
mail box, manufactured by the Briscoe Mfg. Co., De- 
troit, Mich. 

It is in the form of 
of two cylinders, one 
within the other. The 
inner cylinder is open 
at the top and riveted 
in position to the sup- 
porting frame. The 


outer cylinder is open 





at the bottom, and in 
opening revolves half way, exposing the inside of 
inner cylinder to view, so that mail can be readily

collected and deposited. The box closes itself when 
released. The outer cylinder revolves on a solid steel 
axle, one end of which is riveted to supporting frame, 
the other end to inner cylinder. The parts of the box 
are put together with rivets and double seams. There 
is not a drop of solder on it and not a single hinge nor 
spring. The supporting frame is made of heavy tire 
steel, an inch wide. There is an offset of about 8 
inches from the post, enabling the carrier to drive 
close up to the box without striking the hub or whif- 
fletree. Offset piece is made of thick steel plate with 
holes for bolts, and this piece and the supporting frame 
are both galvanized. The box is made of heavy sheet 
steel, galvanized after formation. Every particle of 
the box and attachments is heavily galvanized all over. 
The box is eighteen inches in length and seven in 
diameter.

Fig. 1—Let A B C Dandc de f represent the ele- 
vation of the piece of work. Looking at the part A 
B C D, we see that it is a cone with its ends cut off 
on an angle to a line drawn perpendicularly through 
its center. Contirfue the lines A B and C D downward, 
until they intersect at y, which would properly be the

apex of the cone. Now set one point of the dividers at 
y, and the other at c, and set off this distance on the 
line y A B, which would be at the point z. Draw a line 
from z to c, which will give the base of the cone. Set 
the dividers at a distance greater than one-half of the 
line zc, and describe the arcs. At x draw a line 
through the intersection of these arcs to the point y, 
which will give a perpendicular line through the cen-

ter of the cone to work from. Now draw a line 2 3, 
exactly through the center of c de f, lengthwise. Set 
the dividers at i and describe the semi-circle. Divide 
the semi-circle d e into an even number of equal parts ; 
draw lines parallel with the line 2 3, through the points 
in the semi-circle d e, intersecting and extending be- 
yond the line c d. Now at the intersection of the lines 
e g hik d with the line C D draw lines parallel with 
the base line z c, and intersecting with the line y z, and 
from the intersection of these lines, with the line y z 
draw lines parallel to y z, intersecting with the line 
zcnearz. Now with one point of the dividers at the 
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point where the lines y x and c z intersect, draw the 
semi-circles d k j ih g e. Draw the line c m parallel 
with the line y z, and the line c i parallel with z c; make 
¢ m equal i d, or one-half the diameter of c de f. Make 
the line c i equal the distance from c to the point where 
the line 2 3 intersects with the line C D. Draw the 
curve | m and divide it into half as many parts as the 
semi-circle e d (the distance between the parts will 
not be the same). Draw the lines n o m parallel with 
zc, and intersecting the’semi-circle dk jihge. From 
the intersection. of the line n and the semi-circle k 
draw a line parallel with y x (and intersecting the 
line) k, and from the intersection of o and the semi- 
circle j, draw a line parallel with y x, and so on using 
the lines n and o twice, but the semi-circles only once 
apiece. Now draw a line through the intersection of 
these lines, with the lines eg h i j k d, and this will 
give the course of the curve. The pattern of the T 
will then be obtained the same as an elbow, or as shown 
in the drawing. 

The next problem will be to get the shape of the hole 
in the conical shaped piece. Fig. 2 represents the 
elevation as in Fig. 1, with the addition of the curve 
the T describes in intersecting with the cone. Draw 
lines from A through the points a b c de, intersecting 
the line C D. With E as a center, describe the semi- 
circle C B D. Now from these intersections of the 
lines drawn through the points a b c d e and the line C 
D, draw lines at right angles to C D, intersecting the 
semi-circles C B D. With A as a center and radius 
A C, describe the curve F G, draw line H to A, and 
on each side of H set off the spaces f g h of the semi- 
circle C B D, and draw lines from these points to A. 
With A as a center set off the radius a b c de on the 
lines f g h on each side of H (using the lines f g twice, 
as in this drawing; one line passes through both a and 
e, and one through b and 1). A line drawn through 
these points will give the shape of the aperture in the 
cone. To get the pattern for the conical piece, divide 
the semi-circle C B D into a certain number of parts, 
and set off these on each side of H ; draw lines through 
these points to A. Draw lines from the points in the 
semi-circle to the line C D and at right angles to line 
C D; from these points draw lines to A; now with one 
point of the compasses at A, begin at X and set off 
the points of intersection of the line X Y; with the 
same lines draw from C D on the lines in F G H; do 
the same with the line Z D, which will give the re- 


quired pattern.

ern trip in the interests of that organization. On 
being interviewed by a representative of THE AMERI- 
CAN ARTISAN concerning the scope and work of his 
organization he said: ‘The Sheet Metal Workers’ 
National Alliance was formed in Pittsburg in Febru- 
ary, 1902, by representatives of the sheet metal work- 
ers’ unions of some of the largest cities, who felt that 
the Tinners’ International Protective Association, ad- 
mirable as it was in many respects, and useful as it 
was to the craft residing in cities of say 15,000 or 20,- 
000, could not give the tinners in the larger cities the 
protection which their interests demanded. 

“The Sheet Metal Workers’ National Alliance is in 
a flourishing position. It has large unions in Chicago, 
New York, Philadelphia and Pittsburg, and also in a 
number of smaller cities. It is not the intention of the 
alliance to solicit organizations in the smaller cities to 
join its organization, but when as happened last 
week the sheet metal workers of Atlantic City, N. J., 
showed a desire to join the alliance they were taken in. 

“The alliance has been exceedingly successful in its 
brief half-year of existence. It is not an autocratic 
body, as in its rules each union is an autonomy and 
regulates its own affairs without outside interference. 

“The officers of the alliance serve without salaries, 
and each union in the alliance fights its own battles, 
receiving, of course, assistance from the others. 








| 








“The Pittsburg branch of the alliance have been on a 
strike for the last two weeks, and have just secured an 
advance in wages of 20 cents per day—their former 
pay being $2.80, and their present compensation $3. 

“The New York city union is agitating for an in- 
crease in wages from $3.75 to $4 a day, with a Satur- 
day half holiday the year round. This will make their 
pay $22 weekly. 

“The Chicago branch has-established a rate of 42% 
cents per hour for, an 8-heur day in the building 
trades, but have: not been so successful in raising the 
standard of wages of. workers in local tinware fac- 
tories, where the pay ranges anywhere from $2 to $3 a 
day, and there is:the widest divergence in the number 
of hours in which men are employed. 

“The rates for admission to the different unions 
comprising the alliance vary widely; thus the price 
in Chicago was formerly $50, but for the last 18 
months it has been $25, and will revert in the near 
future to the former figure. Philadelphia is contem- 
plating raising her admission from $15 to $50, and 
Pittsburg also contemplates. making it $50. The ad- 
mission has been $50 in New York for some time. 

“While the Sheet Metal Workers’ National Alliance 
are very friendly toward the Tinners’ Internationa) 
Protective Association, they were not in a position to 
recognize the cards of members of the latter organi- 
zation, as the employers of labor in the large cities in 
which the alliance has the bulk of its membership had 
notified the officials thereof, that they expected that 
the card of the alliance should be a guaranty that the 
bearer was able to perform his work in accordance 
with certain standards. 

“If floaters, who drifted from city to city holding 
cards of the Tinners’ International Protective Associa- 
tion, were allowed to transfer their membership gratis 
to that of the alliance, a class of men would be taken 
into the latter organization who, while they were good 
mechanics, were so green concerning some of the re- 
quirements of the trade in the larger cities that em- 
ployers would become disgruntled with their services, 
and this would re-act more or less on the entire mem- 
bership of the alliance, which was composed almost 
exclusively of men of settled habits, who were wont to 
stay in the same location year in and year out, rarely 
moving from one city to another. 


“Business is good. A very large number of cop- 
per windows are being put in in all the leading cities 
of the country, and the demand for metal ceilings is 
surprisingly large. The virtues of wire glass are 
becoming more widely recognized, and this glass is 
peculiarly adapted for use in malt houses and other 
places where there is constant steam. It is also inval- 
uable in case of fire, as the wire mesh prevents the 
pieces of glass from falling out. 

“T am sorry that in some quarters there is a mis- 
taken impression in regard to our organization. It is 
not our purpose to stir up trouble, and our procedure 
is on pacific lines throughout. We believe that great 
good can be accomplished by conferences between em- 
ployers and employe; and there is no doubt but that 
our organization, which is founded on conservative 
and also progressive lines, will be an important factor 
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in maintaining peaceful and harmonious conditions 
in the trade.”

RAILS AND TRACK SUPPLIES. 

Since the local mill opened its books for the delivery 
of standard sections next year, it is estimated ‘that 
contracts for upwards of 150,000 tons have . been 
closed for western delivery. There will. be a consid- 
erable tonnage carried over also from this year’s or- 
ders. There is a corresponding heavy demand for 
light rails-and track supplies, but mills eannot guar- 
antee delivery on these materials prior to November. 
We quote standard rails, $28; second quality, $27; 
light rails, 45 pounds, $34 to $35; 12 pounds, $40 to 
$41, with regular differentials for intermediate sizes; 
out of store, $45 to $50; splice bars, 2.25¢;. spikes, car- 
load lots, 2.45¢ to 2.55¢; track bolts, 3142x3%4, with 
square nuts, 2.85c per 100 pounds; with hexagon nuts, 
$3, with usual differentials for other sizes. 


MERCHANT STEEL. 

With the withdrawal from the market of one of the 
largest manufacturers of this material, new business 
is not of great proportions and is mainly for material 
from stock.
